er or more'continuing interesf than the subject of education. They demand 
the best for their children, and that they are prepared to pay for it 3s 
manifested by the splendid school buildings which are an outstanding fea- 
ture in every Western city town and village and in the steadily improving 
character of rural school houses, coupled with the generous financial pro- 
Vision made tor the upkeep of the schools. Whatever complaint there may 
be in repard to the size of tax bills, the majority view is that, Where prun- 
tng of expenditure is necessary, it must not be done at the expense -of 
ethiciency’ in education. 

“ iding the best in education, there 1s much difference of opinion as 
to wha ms itutes the “best” and how it is to be attained. It is now gen- 
erally accepted’ that the state owes to every child the rudiments of an 
education, and is résponsible for seeing that each boy and girl receives it. 
Fiducation maust, therefore, be state aided, and the slate which provides the 
money must supervise and control the educational system and be responsi- 
ble for it.

To Agriculture 


While the contributions to agricul- 
ture from. scientists and plant breed- 
ers have been many and important in, 
recent years, the development of 
Marquis Wheat has been by far the 
most outstanding. Its introduction in- 
to Canadian agriculture marked a 
new epoch in the agricultural and in- 
custrial life of Canada, and to some 
extent in the United States.

taent of $5,000 a year in recognition 
of his great 


contribution to agricil- 
ture. He is still living in the Canadian 
Capital ~ : 

The chief points which distinguish 
Liarquis “are ‘its ability to mature 
from six to ten days earlier than Red 
life; greater strength of straw than 
the latter’ varie ty; its greater’ resis- 
tunce to stem rust; and its greater 
productiveness. It is probabiy 
to say that no new cereal variety 
thus far introduced anywhere has ex- 
celled in so many points or has taken

the place of other varieties over so 
wide an area. By 1915, only six or 


seven years after its Introduction, | 
Marquis had taken the lead over all 
other varieties throughout the wheat- 
growing areas of the western prov-| 
inces, which lead it increased so rap- 
idly that within ten or twelve years 
from its first introduction it is credit- 


ed with having occupied not less than

Between listening to the discus- 
sions in the committee and the con- 
versation around the luncheon table, 
where Bert Mills brought a dozen 
other gocd fellows together, I discov- 
ered that my former Ideas. about 
country papers were based upon gon- 
ditions which are as extinct as the 
passenger pigeon, 

Much‘of the picturesqueness . and 
glamour which surrounded. the old- 
time country editor and Nis shop have 
disappeared, ‘to be replaced by mod- 
ern efficiency. There are still occas- 
fonal pioneers, penetrating into. new 
fields with the vanguard of civiliza- 
tion, to set-up their, presses and pre-. 
empt the field in advance of popula- 
tion; but these are rare instances 0 
the few remaining frontiers, and even

about more serious results than equal 
neglect of their successors, since de- 
cay will.make much more rapid pro- 
gress'in them than. in the larger ahd 
better developed teeth of the second 
set. 

Above all, remember that these lt- 
tle teeth are to serve Sonny through- 
out the formative period, which in- 
cludes the years of his greatest 

| growth and development, and that his 
| growth will depend largely on his 
| ability to properly masticate his food, 
| which ability is exactly proportional 
to the soundness of his teéth.
